THE  PROTECTION  OF  VOTERS,  AND  LORD  JOHN 

RUSSELL. 


On  the  day  of  nomination  for  the  South  Devon  election  Sir  Wm. 
Molesworth  and  Mr  C.  Buller  solemnly  warned  Lord  John  Russell 
that  if  he  should  be  defeated  it  would  be  for  want  of  the  electors* 
protection  of  the  ballot,  to  which  he  was  opposed. 

“  If,”  said  Sir  Wm.  Molesworth,  addressing  Lord  John,  “  you  lose  this 
election,  you  will  lose  it  s'.niply  by  the  means  of  intimidation,  for  the 
majority  of  the  electors  are  undoubtedly  in  your  favour ;  but  they  dare 
not,  nor  can  they  be  expected,  even  for  conscience  sake,  to  incur  utter 
destruction  and  ruin.  If  you  gain  your  election,  you  will  gain  it  with 
difficulty,  by  the  self>sacrifiee  of  many,  and  some  of  your  truest  and  most 
undaunted  supporters  will  rue  the  day  of  your  return ;  for  they  will 
suflTer,  as  has  been  the  case  in  other  counties,  through  the  anger,  the  ill- 
will,  and  the  revenge  of  their  infuriated  landlords.  These  considerations 
deserve  your  most  earnest  attention,  in  order  to  apply  the  Siting  remedy 
to  these  enormous  evils.”  •  *  •  «« 'j^e  only  remedy  is 

'  secret  sufA'age.  Now,  my  lord,  1>ear  these  considerations  in  your  mind  ; 
remember  this  contest.  Hemember  the  electors  of  Devon,  and  the  evil 
which  they  will  endure,  when  you  will  have  hereafter  to  give  your  vote 
on  this  subject — when  you  will  have  to  say  ay  or  no  for  the  ballot.” 

The  result  verihed  these  apprehensions,  and  Lord  John  Russell, 
in  his  parting  address,  attributed  his  defeat  to  intimidation. 
Many,  however,  had  dared  persecution  in  the  discharge  of  their 
duty,  and  in  our  last  number  we  quoted  the  statement  of  a  corrc.s- 
pondent  of  the  Globe : — **  Hundreds  are  at  this  moment  trembling 
'for  the  consequences  of  an  honest  vote.**  Has,  then.  Lord  John 
Russell,  in  whose  cause  these  sacrifices  were  made,  remembered  the 
electors  of  Devon,  and  the  evil  they  endure,  according  to  the  em¬ 
phatic  prayer  of  Sir  Wm.  Molesworth  ?  His  answer  to  the  ques¬ 
tion  has  been  given  at  the  Stroud  election,  and  it  is  even  this— 


opinion  wouiu  co-exist  wiin  secret  voting,  as  me  men  now  competica 
to  feign  opinions  corresponding  with  their  votes,  would,  upon  the 
institution  of  the  ballot,  still  feign  the  same  opinions  corresponding 
with  their  promises, and  opposed  to  their  secret  votes  ;  but  here  two 
effects  are  to  be  remarked, — first,  that  when  intimidation  was  baffled 
by  the  ballot  it  wouU  cease  to  be  exercised,  and  the  motive  for 
dissimulation  would  cease;  and,*  secondly,  that  the  secret  vote, 
according  to  the  sincere  judgment,  would  be  the  practical  cootra- 
diction  to  the  feigned  opinion.  For  instance,  if  voters  had  bean 
protected  by  the  ballot  at  the  last  Devon  election,  the  majority 
might  have  gone  to  the  urns  crying  ”  No  Popery,**  but  the  return 
of  Lord  John  would  have  shown  the  true  opinion,  and  that  the 
bigotry  was  only  a  pretence  conqielled  by  tyranny. 

Lord  John,  relying  upon  the  increasing  intelligence  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  would  reject  the  ballot.  Can  it  have  failed  to  strike  him  that 
the  pains  and  degradation  of  the  dependent  and  enthralled  elector 
will  be  ill  direct  proportion  to  his  intelligence?— that  the  more 
strongly  he  feels  his  duty  to  society,  the  more  deeply  he  is  sensible 
of  his  public  interests,  the  keener  will  be  his  consciousness  of  sel^ 
abasement  in  voting,  at  the  dictation  of  his  tyrant,  againtC  his  con¬ 
viction  of  what  is  wise  and  just?  An  enlightened  and  conscien¬ 
tious  man  may  sacrifice  himsdf  in  the  public  cause,  but  we  have  no 
right  to  ask  such  sacrifices,  and  they  are  hardly  likely  to  be  made 
with  the  lesson  before  us,  that,  even  a  few  days  afterwards,  they 
will  be  treated  4)y  the  candidate  concerned  in  them  as  not  of  a  mag¬ 
nitude  to  warrant  a  protective  measure.  If  the  election  be  carriM 
by  such  sacrifices,  why,  then  the  answer  is  ready,  that  the  result  has 
shown  the  independence  of  the  voters,  and  that  chan^  is  unnecee* 
sary.  If  such  sacrifices  are  made  in  vain,  why,  then  it  is  said  that 
the  intimidation  must  be  more  **  generally  carried  on**  to  make  out 
a  cose  for  remedy.

He  had  seen  instances  of  intimidation  at  that 
election,  which  certainly,  if  gencraiiy  carried  on,  would  call  fpr  a  remedy 
«  to  put  an  end  to  such  a  stat^dl’^bMIlga.  He  would  have  confidence  in  the 
psthlie  opinhm  and  increasing  intetligitnce  of  the  eountryt  that  other 
means  would  be  resorted  to,  rather  than  having  recourse  to  secret  notings 
to  obtain  the  result  of  a  free  election,** 


These  are  cold  words,  but  they  will  kindle  the  blood  of  those 
who  have  suffered  or  hazarded  persecution,  or  who  have  felt  the 
degradation  of  uttering  a  vote  compelled  against  their  judgments  at 
the  Devon  election. 

The  public  have  seen  the  statements  of  the  extent  to  which  in¬ 
timidation  was  carried  in  the  Devonshire  contest — they  have  seen 
Lord  John  RusielFs  declaration  attributing  his  defeat  in  main  part 
to  that  cause ;  and  yet  he  now  intimates  to  us  that  intimidation  must 
be  more  generally  carried  on  than  in  the  instance  of  which  he  hus 
just  had  experience,  before  a  remedy  can  be  required  to  put  an  end 
to  such  a  state  of  things  i  Why,  how  much  more  intimidation 
must  be  necessary  to  convert  him  to  the  ballot  ? — what  is  the  amount 
of  pain  and  peril,  of  ruin  or  demoralization,  which  will  satisfy  him 
that  recourse  must  be  had  to  the  only  remedy  ?  What  does  he 
apprehend  from  the  ballot  worse  than  the  tyranny  he  has  seen  ex¬ 
ercised  over  the  Devonshire  voters  ?  Is  he  content  to  sec  the 
electoral  duty  made  a  Juggurnath  ? 

Lord  John  talks  of  his  confidence  in  the  public  opinion  and  in¬ 
creasing  im'Uigence  of  the  country  for  the  discovery  of  other 
means  than  secret  voting  to  obtain  the  result  of  a  free  election. 
But  for  the  respeqt  to  which  on  other  scores  Lord  John  Russell  is 
intitled,  it  would  be  impossible  to  keep  temper  with  such  puerilities. 
When  our  electors  are  demoralised  and  degraded,  and  our  repre- 
saotation  corrupted  by  the  foul  influences,  are  we  to  be  told  to  wait 
to  see  whether  public  opinion  and  increasing  intelligence  will  find 
some  remedy  inconceivable  in  the  present  state  of  the  human  mind  ? 
Shr  j4hel  Handy  is  fairly  surpassed  by  Lord  John  RusselL  When 
^Ir  jdbeVt  house  is  in  flames,  the  lucky  thought  strikes  him  that, 
perhaps,  the  fire  may  go  out  of  itself ;  but  tlic  Abel  Handy  to  match 
i^rd  John  Russell  mutt,  in  the  midst  of  the  conflagration,  comfort 
biaiself  with  the  hope  that  the  increasing  intelligence  of  the  countiy* 
would  devise  other  means  than  recourse  to  water  to  save  the  house 
^BPi  destruction  by  fire.

It  is  un  admitted  maxim  that  good  men  should  combioe  when 
men  of  an  opjiosite  character  confederate,  and  our  enemies  have 
been  actively  forming  and  extending  political  unions  under  the  name 
of  Conservative  Societies,  which  have  made  necessary  a  counter- 
organization.  The  avowed  object  of  the  Tories  b,  to  get  the  start 
in  registmip;!,  and  hitherto  tney^  have  succeeded  in  **  so  boshaod* 
ing  their  means  ns  to  co  far  with  little.*'  Their  clubs  have  nhio 
been  turned  against  the  freedom  of  election.  Counter-associations 
have  therefore  become  necessary  to  promote  the  registifatioa  of 
reformers,  and  to  check  (we  fear  it  uill  lie  practicable  but  to  a  small 
extent)  as  much  as  possible  the  working  of  the  foul  influences. 
The  best  guarantee  for  the  proper  direction  of  the  power  to  created 
will  of  course  be  the  respectability  of  the  men  composing  the 
society,  and  all  good  reformers  should  feel  it  a  duty  to  throw  in 
their  respective  influences  without  delay.  Both  the  efficiency  and 
the  character  of  the  projected  association  must  depend  upon  the 
number,  weight,  and  intelligence  of  the  persons  enrolling  them¬ 
selves  ;  and  rejoiced  were  we  to  observe  that  the  meeting  of  the 
parent  society  (as  it  may  be  considered)  was  attends  by  n 
numerous  body  of  tried  and  distinguished  friends  of  the  popular 
c^use.  The  plan,  we  are  sure,  has  only  to  be  known  to  obCein  sup¬ 
port.  In  our  opinion  it  is  of  pre-eminent  importance,  and  every 
well-wisher  of  the  popular  cause  has  the  opportunity  of  serving  it^ 
by  connecting  hhnself  with  a  society  for  securing  to  the  people  the 
legitimate  power  which  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Reform  Bill  to 
extend  to  toem. 


PARTIAL  AND  PHARISAICAL  LEGISLATION. 


Mr  Poulter's  projects  for  the  bitter  observance  of  the  Sabbatf* 
would  not  have  been  listened  to  for  one  moment  had  it  not  been 
for  the  more  enormous  absurdity  and  vexatiousness  of  the  measure 
proposed  by  Sir  Andrew  Agnew.  Had  those  two  ffentlemen  con¬ 
certed  the  mutter  between  them  they  could  not  nave  proceeded 
more  craftily  for  their  common  object.  Sir  Andrew  Agnew  brought 
forward  a  Bill  of  astounding  extravagance,  which  was  forthwith 
scouted  by  the  public  and  the  legislature.  Mr  PtMiiter,  who  ivaa 
one  of  the  first  to  protest  against  the  kiiiglit'e  puritanical  severities, 
then  takes  up  the  matter,  and  proposes  enaetments  ouly  a  (fageria 
less  obnoxious;  and  merely  because  something  worse  has  been 
attempted,  liis  measure  obtains  a  consideration  which  it  doea  not 
deserve.  Had  there  not  been  an  Agnew  Bill  to  prepare  the  way, 
the  Bill  of  PouJter  would  have  been  flung  out  as  md(fPMUitl|r  m 
that  of  Agnew.  The  man  who  proposed  to  chimalhi  by 

drawing  up  a  goose  by  a  string,  was  sharply  rebuked  by  a  lidy  Ibr 
his  inhumanity,  but  when  he  moderateu  his  siigmtloSf

We  shall  watch  keenly  the  appointments  made  to  th^  situations 
one  of  which  is  probably  at  this  moment  vacant.  They  are  places 
of  which  it  is  not  possible  to  rate  the  importance  too  highly,  and 
public  opinion  will  have  no  bad  measure  of  the  intelli^nce  and 
spirit  of  the  new  Government  in  the  qualifications  of  the  individuals 
chosen  to  fill  them.  Wishing  that  Government  success,  and  sen¬ 
sible  of  the  difficulties  of  its  position,  there  are  faults  which  in¬ 
clination,  and  perhaps  duty,  would  lead  us  to  visit  tenderly ; 
abuse  of  patronage  in  the  department  of  public  justice  is  not 
amongst  the  numter.  Carelessness  in  the  choice  of  men  to  dispense 
the  laws,  highly  criminal  under  any  circumstances,  is  to  be  par¬ 
doned  upon  no  plea  in  the  case  of  a  country  that  has  sufferea  so 
sharply  as  Ireland  from  the  partizanship  or  incapacity  of  mai^is- 
trates  aud  judges.  ^ 

Upon  this  subject  several  considerations  induce  us  to  speak 
roundly.  Disgraceful  judicial  appointments  are  habitual  in  Dublin 
Castle.  At  this  very  moment  candidates  are  named  for  the  Chair, 
mnnship,  in  which  the  vacancy  is  expected,  whose  bare  aspirings  to 
such  an  office,  in  any  other  region  of  the  globe,  would  be  taken  as 
evidence  of  lunacy ;  and  it  is  impossible  not  to  recollect  that  the 
places  of  Assistant  Barristers  were  never  disposed  of  with  a  more 
sportive  disregard  to  merit  than  during  former  Whig  Administra¬ 
tions.  If  the  Tories  filled  the  Bench  with  Orangemen,  the  Whies 
crowded  it  with  incapables;  if,  in  Tory  times,  men  were  ma^ 
judges  for  their  stanch  Protestantism,  in  the  days  of  the  Whigs 
they  were  certainly  not  nominated  for  their  legal  experience  and 
erudition. 

But  though  the  Lords  Mulgrave  and  Morpeth  are  Whigs,  they 
are  under  no  obligation,  we  presume,  to  follow  the  vicious  steps  of 
their  predecessors  of  the  same  party.  There  is  nothing  to  coerce 
them  into  the  crooked  ways,  but  every  motive,  even  the  passion  for 
novelty,  to  direct  them  to  the  straight  ones.  If  it  were  but  for  the 
sake  of  originality,  let  them  confide  the  administration  of  the  laws 
to  men  of  talent  and  probity.  Let  it  he  said  that  in  their  Govern¬ 
ment  a  new'  thing  was  seen  in  Ireland  : — a  man  was  promoted _ 

not  because  he  was  a  partisan — not  because  he  was  a  parasite — not 
upon  any  |)rivate  ground,  or  personal  consideration,  but  simply  be¬ 
cause  he  was  the  fittest  person  that  could  be  found  to  fill  the 
office ! 

The  office  of  Assistant  Barrister,  as  we  have  stated,  is  one  of  the 
highest  moment.  More  care  is  not  necessary  in  the  selection  of 
the  superior  judges.  Indeed,  upon  comparison,  we  are  prepared 
to  maintain,  that  of  the  two  evils,  an  improper  disposition  of  the 
ermine  is  preferable  to  a  bad  appointment  to  the  chair  of  a  county. 
The  whole  provincial  administration  of  justice  may  be  said  to  de¬ 
volve  upon  the  Assistant  Barristers.  Their  jurisdiction,  both  civil 
and  criminal,  is  at  present  a  large  one,  and  measures  are  in  con¬ 
templation  to  extend  it  much  further ;  their  courts  are  courts  both 
of  law  and  equity ;  a  large  amount  of  discretionary  power  is  vested 
in  them  ;  under  the  Heforin  Act,  in  addition  to  their  other  func¬ 
tions,  they  preside  over  the  registries  in  their  respective  counties; 
but  the  circumstance  which,  perhaps,  of  all  others  it  is  most  mate¬ 
rial  to  our  present  purpose  to  observe,  is  the  position  of  immediate 
contact  with  the  mass  of  the  population  in  which  their  situations 
place  them,  thereby  making  the  character  of  the  laws  (which  for 
every  reason  of  morals  and  policy  it  is  a  point  of  such  vital  conse¬ 
quence  to  raise,  or  rather  to  redeem  in  Ireland)  mainly  dependent 
upon  the  manner  in  which  those  officers  discharge  their  duties. 

There  prevails  through  no  small  portion  of  the  Irish  people  on 
irreverence  for  the  laws,  and  a  diffidence  in  the  public  tribunals, 
which,  generating,  as  it  does,  the  secret  confederacy  and  the  inid» 
night  outrage— leading,  as  it  docs,  by  sure  steps,  to  socioi  disor/ja- 
nization,  cannot  occupy  too  anxiously  the  thoughts  of  a  wise 
Government.  A  state  of  things  has  grown  up,  to  a  great  degree 
out  of  the  impurities  of  the  courts  of  justice,  which,  for  the  credit 
ol  our  civilization,  and  the  love  of  humanity,  ought  to  be  put  an  end 
I  to  speedily.  It  is  time  to  reclaim  the  waste.  You  can  reclaim 
the  lops  of  your  mountains,”  said  Grattan  to  the  Irish  Parliament, 
“  and  cull  you  not  civilize  your  people  ?”  It  is  time  that  the 
fiavagery  which  has  too  long  overgrown  and  deformed  a  fair  land 
should  Ihj  dcrucinated,  and  the  soil  prepared  to  receive  the  seeds  of 
order.  L^pon  nothing  more,  upon  nothing  so  much,  depends  the  pub¬ 
lic  peace  and  the  general  welfare,  as  upon  the  impartial,  firm,  and  dis¬ 
creet  exercise  of  the  offices  of  the  magistrate  and  the  judge.  In 
the  most  intimate  manner  is  the  popularity  of  the  laws  connected 
with  the  repute  of  thofe  who  udiiiimster  them.  When  laws  cease 
to  be  popular  their  binding  |)oteney  is  gone— Acts  of  Parliament 
arc  uotlung  but  waste  pa{>er.  The  public  respect,  therefore,  for  the 
judicial  body  is  one  ot  the  inoiul  forces  that  hold  society  together, 
and  every  instance  of  improper  promotion  ia  a  shock  to  the 
hV-stein. 

riie  offices  of  justice  arc  sacred  and  arduous,  and  tlicy  should  be 
committed  to  clean  and  able  hands.  It  is  an  abomination  when 
they  arc  l^towctl,  as  we  have  seen  them  bestowed  so  often,  to  fa* 
ward  senility,  or  compensate  some  igncuumus  for  the  neglect  of 
the  public,  which  set  a  just  value  upon  his  faculties-  It  is  not  to 


knock-down  blow.  Monsieur  takes  off  his  hat,  makes  a 


low  bow.  and  savs,  Then,  sir,  I  hone  you  will  pay  me  for  the 
trouble  and  expense  of  beating  the  poker.”  There  is  hardly'  a  pro- 
Dosal  which  people  will  not  be  diis|)08ed  to  listen  to,  if  it  be  an 
abatement  of  some  more  monstrous  demand.  Bearing  this  in  mind, 
we  always  watch  with  most  aiqireheusioii  the  projects  which  follow 
Qii»  fcry  preposterous  piece  of  extravagance. 

IJpoo  the  subject  of  the  observance  of  the  Sabbath  we  have  so 
repei^ly  stated  our  opinions,  that  it  may  be  unnecessary  for  us 
now  to  repeat  them,  but  we  will  again  declare  that  we  only  defend 
sach  an  amount  of  employment  as  may  serve  to  the  repose  from 
toil  and  the  recreation  of  the  grealeat  possible  number  of  people, 
^  for  some  must  watch,  while  some  must  sleep— so  runs  the 
world  away.**  To  forbid  any  to  work  on  Sunday  would  lie,  in 
effect  to  compel  all  to  work.  The  oven,  for  example,  dresses  a 
hundred  dinners  ;  release  the  baker  from  employment,  and  a 
hundred  inexpert  cooks  are  set  to  work,  and  a  hundred  to  one 
that  the  luxury  of  the  Sunday  joint,  the  seventh-day  treat  of  the 
poor  man,  is  spoiled  in  the  cooking.  The  same  rule  applies  to  the 
innocent  recreations.  To  prevent  the  employment  of  one  coach¬ 
man  shall  twenty  people  be  denied  the  benefit  to  health  and  spirits 
of  an  excursion  from  the  heart  of  the  city  to  the  favourite  places  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  London?  We  should  be  sorry  indeed  to  see 
the  inhabitants  of  this  vast  city  lose  their  enjoyment  of  such  natural 
scenes  as  they  can  catch  a  glimpse  of ;  their  love  for  green  fields 
and  vegetation  may  be  laughed  at  by  the  thoughtless,  but  it  will  be 
respected  and  encouraged,  as  a  moral  taste,  by  those  w’lio  under¬ 
stand  mankind.  The  enjoyment,  too,  of  a  pure  air  under  a  bright 
•ky  i*  hardly  to  lie  conceived  by  those  who  are  not  condemned  to 
the  atmosphere  of  a  work-shop  and  an  alley  for  six  days  out  of  tlie 
aeven.  But  then  the  Poultcrs  and  Agnews  would  coolly  answer, 
•*  the  poor  can  walk,”  and  it  never  occurs  to  these  stoical  persons 
that  a  walk  from  the  heart  of  the  town  to  any  point  clear  of  the 
siiburhe  will  not  leave  much  freshness  for  enjoyment,  or  will,  ut 
feast,  be  so  much  exercise  and  time  lost  to  the  pleasure  of  the  day. 
Mr  Poultcr  stated 

•*  It  was  his  intention  in  committee  to  provide  for  the  just  recreation  and 
rtfrtshmentoflhepoor,  who,  on  Sundays,  after  attending  divine  service, 
might  feel  disposetl  to  walk  to  some  distance  from  their  habitations. 
VVitU  ;hat  view  it  was  bis  intention  to  provide  for  the  mle  of  fruit  and  con~ 
fertinnery  on  the  tMbbnth-day  ;  but  he  believed  that  the  siippres-sion  of 
.diop-krcping  ind  ordinary  trading  on  that  day,  instead  of  being  an  in- 
poneenience  or  s  disadvantage,  would  l:e  attended  with  very  considerable 
benefit  to  the  poor." 

Tbfl  refreshment  of  fryit  and  confectionery  for  the  poor  after  long 
wsi.^*  •  Tlie  exemption  of  t|ie  sale  of  medicine  is  indeed  a  neces¬ 
sary  proi'fsiow  after  this.  The  poor  people  who,  after  a  long  walk, 
were  to  be  deilfed  anything  more  nutritive  than  coarse  fruit  au J 
stale  pastry,  would  Lein  goo<J  training  for  the  apothecary. 

We  have  read,  with  much  satisfaction,  Sir  Robert  PcePs  ob- 
jectioni  to  the  vexations  legislation  in  question,  and  should  have 
been  well  pleased  if  any  of  our  Mini.sters  had  spoken  to  the  same 
rftect.  Tlie  little  which  .Mr  Spring  Rice  said  seemed  to  coun¬ 
tenance  the  proposed  measure,  but  that  does  not  suiqirise  us. 
There  are  other  quarters,  however,  in  which  the  ”  want  of  courage 
to  be  just,**  was  less  to  be  expected.  Sir  Robert  Peel  took  the 
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iato  a  judicial  situation,  see  that  he  has  the  aptitudes  it  requires. 
Go  into  the  hall  of  the  four-courts,  and  ascertain  from  your  law- 
officers  his  character  as  a  lawyer ;  go  abroad  into  society  and  in¬ 
quire  if  be  be  a  man  of  honour  and  resectability.  If  he  have  the 
requisite  qualifications,  appoint  him  I  if  not,  put  him  in  the  revenue 
^lace  him  in  the  Post  Office — plant  him  in  the  colonies — make 
him  a  clerk  in  the  Hanaper,  or  a  Groom  of  the  Bedchamber ;  but 
do  not  disgrace  yourselves,  profane  justice,  and  inflict  a  train  of 
evils  upon  the  country  by  making  such  a  man  a  judge.  When  the 
liberal  men  of  talent  are  exhausted,  it  will  be  time  enough  to  fall 
back  upon  the  liberal  incapables.  Besides,  there  should  be  fair 
play.  Under  the  Marquis  Wellesley  the  incapables  got  everything. 
It  w  now  the  turn  of  the  men  of  talent. 


COLONEL  GOSSET. 


It  is  impossible  to  feel  quite  at  ease  as  to  the  character  of  the 
Irish  branch  of  the  Government  as  long  as  this  gentleman  retains 
his  post.  If  there  is  to  be  a  Tory  Under- Secretary  in  Ireland,  let 
there  be  for  the  sake  of  symmetry  a  Tory  Under- Secretary  here 
also.

THE  QUASHED  INQUEST  ON  THE  RATHCORMAC 

MASSACRE. 

[From  our  Dublin  CarrwpondenU^ 

Let  us  first  look  at  the  matter  as  it  regards  the  Parson,  and 
the  other  individuals,  his  comrades,  against  whom  a  verdict  of 
wilful  murder  was  found  upon  the  inquest.  Their  object  in  the 
application,  which  has  unhappily  been  successful,  was  obviously  to 
elude  justice.  No  other  object  could  they  have  had,  for,  as  it  was 
well  argued  by  the  counsel  for  the  friends  of  the  slain,  the  accused 
could  sustain  no  injury  or  inconvenience;  or  lose  no  imaginable 
advantage,  from  the  trial  taking  place  by  virtue  of  the  Coroner’s 
Inquisition,  instead  of  a  Bill  of  Indictment  found  by  a  Grand  Jury. 
Why  then  did  they  seek  to  have  the  Inquisition  quashed  ?  Simply 
li^ause  they  knew  the  stuff  of  which  county  of  Cork  Grand  Juries 
are  made ;  TCcause  they  knew  that  in  such  hands  their  cause  was 


safe  ;  because  they  knew  that,  once  escaped  from,  the  Inquisition, 
they  might  laugh  at  an  indictment,  for  no  Bill  would  be  found,  had 
the  blood  of  the  people  flowed  twice  as  copiously  about  the  shrine 
of  the  Establishment.  In  the  fullness  of  their  assurance  upon  this 
point  they  attacked  the  proceedings  upon  the  Inquest :  bad  they 
been  in  the  least  degree  apprehensive  of  being  handed  over  by  a 
Grand  Jury  to  a  Petty  one,  they  would  have  preferred  to  take  their 
trial  upon  the  Coroner’s  Inquisition,  for  it  is  plain  how  on  a  trial 
upon  a  Bill  of  Indictment  their  case  would  be  prejudiced  by  the 
fact  that,  instead  of  at  once  throwing  themselves  upon  the  country, 
and  after  the  manner  of  innocent  men,  challenging  investigation, 
they  had  resorted  to  the  quirks  of  law  in  the  superior  courts  to 
escape  inquiry  altogether,  or  postpone  it  as  long  as  possible. 

This  is  the  case  as  regards  Archdeacon  Ryder  and  his  com¬ 
panions  in  arms  in  the  field  of  Gurtroe.  Their  affiance  is  strong  in 
Grand  Juries ;  but  they  have  nothing  like  the  same  faith  in  the 
Petty.  ^  From  the  former  they  can  save  themselves ;  only  let  the 
Court  above  protect  them  from  the  latter  and  they  are  armed  at  all 
points;  This  protection  they  asked  and  they  obtained.  Now  they 
have  nothing  to  fear,  and  now,  accordingly,  for  the  first  time  do  they 
court  inquiry.  The  King’s  Bench  has  restored  the  holy  calm  of 
tho  Archdeacon’s  breost  (somewhat  troubled  of  late  with  visions  of 
another  hemisphere),  and  now  is  he  innocent  as  a  lamb  and  bold  as 
a  lion,  and  he  defies  the  widow  in  her  weeds,  and  cries — “  Indict  me 
** — I  am  ready  for  my  trial — send  up  your  bill  to  the  Grand  Jury — I 
prepared  to  justify  the  killing  of  your  son— >the  Inquisition  was 
**  irregular,  and,  as  I  am  scrupulous  about  points  of  law,  I  had  it 
*' quashed— but  indictment,  Mrs  Ryan,  is  just  as  good  a  process  for 
**  yau,  and  you  know  that  I  am  not  the  sort  of  man,  or  in  tnat  station 
“  of  life,  or  of  those  principles,  which  a  Grand  Jury  of  the  county 

Cork,  so  famed  for  an  Aristocracy  sympathizing  almost  foolishly 


it  was  the  case  in  question.  The  Judges  sit  upon  the  Bench  for  a 
greater  and  worthier  object  than  to  observe  little  rules  of  practice, 
and  enforce  the  doctrines  of  Tidd  and  Sellon ;  it  is  part  of  their 
office — at  least  part  of  it — to  make  justice  respectable — and  to  take 
care  that  nobody  in  the  land  shall  either  ask  for  it  in  vain,  or  suc¬ 
ceed  in  an  attempt  to  baffle  it.  And  if  this  is  everywhere  the  judi¬ 
cial  function,  how  much  more  in  Ireland,  where  the  public  peace 
and  the  safely  of  life  and  property  so  imperatively  demand  that  no 
shadow  or  colour  of  pretext  shall  be  given  for  perseverance  in  those 
violent  and  insubordinate  courses  which  are  the  fruit  of  a  settled 
opinion  in  the  minds  of  the  people  that  law  is  their  enemy,  and  not 
their  friend ;  and  that  justice  is  to  be  looked  for  in  the  wild  shape 
of  revenge,  as  it  is  vain  to  seek  her  in  any  of  her  civilized  and  con¬ 
stitutional  forms  ?  All  objections  of  form  ought,  in  the  present 
case,  to  have  been  brushed  aside  upon  this  broad  and  vital  pnnciple. 
The  peasantry  of  the  county  of  Cork  do  not  understand  Tidd’t 
practice  like  Judge  Vandaleur;  they  will  not  see  the  force  of  a 
single  argument  relied  upon  by  the  Archdeacon’s  Counsel,  and 
allowed  by  the  Court,  as  reasons  for  quashing  the  Inquisitions ; 
they  will  see  nothing  but  a  rescue  of  Parson  Ryder  and  his  allies' 
from  the  risk  of  sufl'ering  for  the  crimes  with  which  they  an# 
charged  ;  they  will  naturally  look  upon  the  King’s  Bench,  as  they 
look  on  a  bench  of  Orange  Magistrates  at  Petty  Sessions,  and  their 
ideas  of  the  loftiness  of  the  tribunal  will  only  lead  them  to  the 
perilous  conclusion  that  neither  far  or  near,  neither  in  the  lesser  or 
the  greater  jurisdictions,  has  the  Catholic  peasant  any  hope  of  legal 
redress,  however  weighty  his  losses,  however  grievous  his  wrongs, 
when  he  appears  against  an  Orange  Magistrate,  or  a  man  in  a  shovel 
hat. 

No  objection,  but  of  form  merely — nothing  amounting  to  more* 
than  certain  irregularities  of  proceeding  inevitable  upon  an  inquest 
of  such  unprecedented  interest,  and  necessarily  producing  so  much 
excitement — was  made  to  the  Inquisition.  One  of  the  jurj’  was 
absent  for  a  time  through  illness  :  there  was  an  adjournment  of  the 
inquest  from  the  27th  of  the  month  to  the  29tli,  at  f/te  solicitation  of 
the  Counsel  for  the  accused ;  a  deputation  of  six  jurors  received  the 
depositions  of  a  dying  man  at  the  hospital,  to  obviate  the  danger 
likely  to  arise  to  the  other  wounded  patients  from  the  pressure  of  a 
crowd  in  the  ward ;  these,  and  a  tew  more  points  of  the  same 
description,  constituted  the  sole  grounds  of  the  application  to  quash 
the  inquisition  ;  and  moreover,  it  uf>peared,  that  not  one* of  these 
objections  were  taken  during  the  proceedings,  at  which  the  accused 
ail  along  assisted,  and  to  every  part  of  which  they  gave  their  assent 
either  personally  or  by  their  retained  counsel. 

But  hear  my  Lord  Chief  Justice  Bushe! — “The  Court  more 
“  readily  consents  to  quash  the  Inquisitions,  as  it  will  not  prevent  the 
“  parties  from  sending  up  bills  of  indictment  against  the  accused.” 
This  in  the  teeth  of  distinct  affidavit  that  there  was  no  chance  of*  a 
bill  being  found  by  a  county  of  Cork  (iirand  Jury  ! — this  in  the  face 
of  the  very  application  upon  which  his  Lordship  was  adjudicating— 
itself  the  strongest  possible  proof  that  the  Archdeacon  and  the 
widow  Ryan  were  quite  of  the  Kanie  mind  as  to  the  chances  of  jus¬ 
tice  by  indictment !  But  the  Chief  was  quite  indignant  at  an  impu- 
I  tation  upon  a  Grand  Jury.  A  county  Cork  Grand  Jury  not  do 
their  duty — not  find  a  bill  in  a  proper  case  !  How  improbable  ! 
How  bold  such  a  presumption !  “  The  ends  of  justice  would  not 

“  be  injured,  for  he  was  confident  the  Grand  Jury  would  discharge 
“  their  duty  impartially.”  So  are  not  the  people  whose  friends  have 
been  butchered ;  so  is  nobody  who  knows  the  gentry  of  the  south 
of  Ireland;  so  is  nobody  who  knows  Cork,  in  particular;  so  is 
kiobody  \yho  knows  the  Irish  Aristocracy,  and  their  histo^,  and 
their  spirit ;  so  are  few  men  but  the  Judges  of  the  King’s  Bench, 
and  two  or  three  more  individuals,  easily  named,  of  easy  faith  in  the 
purity  of  Orange  Magistrates  and  Orange  Juries. 

In  the  present  state  of  Ireland  this  decision  is  a  calamity.  We 
shall  hear  of  it  again  in  catalogues  of  Whitefoot  outrages,  and  la 
deeds  of  blood  that  will  vie  with  the  exploits  of  the  heroes  of  Gurtroe^ 
though  hallowed  by  the  presence  of  no  Divine  of  the  Establishment, 
and  very  unlikely  to  escape  the  sword  of  justice  through  mere  infor* 
mality  of  a  Coroner’s  Inquest,  though  urged  ever  so  strongly  by 
Counsel  for  Captain  Rock  in  Banco  Regis. 
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“with  the  people,  and  quite  superior  to  so  much  as  a  leaning  to  a 
“  d^nitary  of  the  Church,  one  of  their  own  order ;  I  am  not  the  sort

and  destruction— made 'a  bold  outline,  which  was  filled  up  with 
most  powerful  colouring.  The  same  order  of  ability  is  shown  in 
«C  I  »»  There  is  the  peculiar  character  which  makes  its  own 


and  not  unfrcquently  end  in  disappointment.  To  begin  the  world 
easily  make*  its  progress  difficult.  The  vanity  gratified  by  the 
early  successes  of  youth,  women,  and  society,  is  revolted  by  the 
harsher  realities  of  a  career  which  lies  in  the  business  of  life. 
Lodore  has  past  a  youth  of  passion  and  pleasure  abroad — he  conies 
to  England — and  throws  himself  into  that  political  struggle  for 
which  all  his  previous  habits  utterly  unfit  him.  Disgusted  with 
public,  he  turns  to  private  life.  He  marries — but  the  past  is  be¬ 
tween  him  and  the  present.  He  becomes  jealous,  and,  yielding  to 
the  same  iingoverncd  impetuosity  which,  through  life,  has  been  his 
bane,  strikes  the  youth  who  is  its  object.  For  a  blow  there  can  be 
but  one  saiisfaction— but  thU  Lodore  cannot  give,  for  he  knows  the 
youth  to  be  his  son.

Love  and  loneliness  exercise  their  usual 
subduing  influences,  and  he  grows  more  kind  and  more  calm.  The 
aflection  of  the  father  and  the  daughter,  who  have  but  each  other 
19  the  world,  is  beautifully  painted.  Under  the  influence  of  that 
afl'.'Ction  Lodore  resolves  to  return  to  Europe,  and  seek  a  recon¬ 
ciliation  with  his  wife.  But  crime  casts  a  long  shadow,  and  beneath 
it  fits  judgment.  His  story  is  told,  and  himself  taunted  with  cow¬ 
ardice,  at  a  dinner  table,  where  he  is  present  under  an  assumed 
pame.  He  avows  his  rank— challenges  the  narrator — and  is  killed, 
^it  acts  have  still  consequences  in  the  fate  of  his  orphan  girl.  His 
will  separates  mother  and  daughter,  leaving  the  latter  both  poor 
and  unprotected.  An  imprudent  marriage  (for,  in  our  present  state 
of  society,  how  much  has  affection  to  consider  besides  itself!)  en- 
fffif  upun  Ethel  and  her  husband  all  the  bitter  evils  of  poverty  and 
pretence.  This  affords  the  opportunity  of  bringing  Lady  Lodore 
once  more  upon  the  stage — to  insure  her  child's  happiness  by  the 
sacrifice  of  her  own.  The  sacrifice,  however,  is  not  made  in  vain,

M  rs  Hemans  has  been  so  long  known  and  esteemed  in  literature  that 
it  is  unnecessary  to  accompany  this  notice  of  her  death  with  any  criticism 
on  her  writings.  They  are  now  bequeathed  to  the  only  safe  Critic. 
They  have  sufficient  in  them,  as  we  believe,  to  reach  posterity  ;  whether 
tliey  will  stand  the  test  is  a  matter  to  be  decided  there. 

The  death  of  an  eminent  person  seldom  fails  to  present  matter  of 
reflection  of  a  consolatory  kind.  Death  is  to  them,  as  it  were,  only  the 
more  emphatic  assertion  of  their  genius  or  their  fame — for  fame  in  its 
truest  acceptation,  can  never  be  the  recompense  of  the  living.  Tlie  test 
of  its  existence,  the  hard  condition  of  its  reward,  is  the  loss  of  life.  In 
the  example  before  us  for  instance,  we  only  seem  to  have  arrived  at  that 
point  of  Mrs  Hemans’  public  career,  which  decides  her  case  for  posterity. 

The  maiden  name  of  tliis  accomplished  lady  was  Felicia  Dorothea 
Browne ;  her  birth-place  was  Liverpool,  where  she  has  principally  resided. 
Her  life  was  chequered,  we  believe,  with  very  serious  domestic  troubles 
but  they  only  served  to  keep  her  ear  more  truly  touched  to  the  “  still 
sad  music  of  humanity.”

A  house  crowded  to  the  roof  witnessed  the  production  of  Signor 
Bellini's  new'  opera  on  Thursday  last.  The  greater  attraction  of 
the  evening  was  the  circumstance  of  its  being  devoted  to  the  **  bene¬ 
fit  '*  of  MudemoUelle  Grisi.  Every  expectation  raised  must  have 
been,  or  at  least  ought  to  have  been,  satisfied.  The  composer  more 
than  redeemed,  we  think,  the  promise  of  his  former  writings,  and 
the  cenius  of  the  artist  was  triumphantly  displayed. 

/  Furitani  e  I  Cavnlieri  is  not,  as  a  whole,  we  should  say — in  pur¬ 
pose,  conception,  and  expression — equal  to  La  Sonnambula,  but  it 
has  finer  deuiclied  passages,  and  gives  unquestionable  proof, 
generally,  of  an  advance  of  vigour  and  power.  The  choruses  are 
floor, — excessively  noisy  and  inexpressive.  The  recitative,  too,  is 
at  tiiutts  singularly  common-place.  But  there  are  some  excellent 
concerted  pieces,  and  two  or  three  admirable  duets;  while  the 
majority  of  the  airs  are  charming,  full  of  ardent  and  fine  expression, 
touched  with  the  most  simple  elegance,  or  deepening  into  passages 
of  strikingly  unaffected  pathos. 

The  story  of  the  opera  is  one  of  love  and  madness,  wound  up 
with  a  marriage.  Its  scene  is  laid  in  a  fortress  occupied  by  the 
Puritans,  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Plvmoutli.  f^rd  Wulur  fralton 
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accompanies  Henrietta  away  at  the  very  moment  that  his  bridal 
procession  is  moving  to  the  church.  The  poor  bride,  conceiving 
that  her  intended  had  eloped  with  another  woman  (no  unriatiiral 
thought  of  hers,  by  the  way,  for  though  in  the  secret  all  ihe  time, 
we  protest  we  had  misgivings  ourselves)  becomes  insane.  The  fu- 

gitives  are  pursued,  but  in  vain  ;  and  Talbot  is  outlawed  and  con- 
emned  to  death  by  the  Parliament.  Some  months  afterwards  he 
returns  in  disguise  to  the.  residence  of  his  mistress,  whom  he  con¬ 
trives  to  see,  and  a  scene  takes  place  between  them,  during  which 
they  are  surprised  by  the  Puritans.  Sir  Richard  Forth  trium|)h8 
over  his  rival,  whose  immediate  death  is  resolved  on.  His  Hound- 
head  friends  are  on  the  very  point  of  carrying  the  sentence  into 
effect,  and  all  is  distress  and  horror— when,  by  one  of  those  happy 
incidents  which  so  often  occur  (upon  the  stage),  an  order  arrives 
“in  the  king’s  name,**  (who  has  just  becn-restored)  commanding 
the  parties  to  **  drop  their  daggers,**  and  all  is  hapjiiness  and  joy. 

If  any  one  supposes  this  story  very  absurd,  he  will  suppose  what 
is  exceedingly  evident;  but  he  will  not  think  of  any  absurdity 
during  Grisi’s  performance,  or  think  of  anything  but  of  her  joy  and 
her  sorrow.  In  the  character  of  Elcirn  she  makes  the  fullest  use  of 
her  delightful  powers.  Her  singing  in  “  Son  vergin  vezzosa — in  vesta 
di  sposa  ?**  is  a  perfect  marvel  of  expression  and  execution. 
Never,  in  any  fairy  tale,  were  pearls  scattered  about  with  such  divine 
abundance  as  were  her  notes  through  that  exquisite  composition. 
She  reminded  us  of  the  wonders  of  Paganini  himself— the  only  per¬ 
son  who  has  realised  in  our  time  the  stories  of  ancient  music,  and 
made  the  god-like  power  of  Orjiheus  scarcely  a  fable — 

Less  than  a  god  there  could  not  dwell 
WHhin  the  hollow  of  kis  shell, 

Which  8{)oke  so  sweetly  and  so  well. 

The  fervency  of  Grisi’s  joy  is  so  great  and  true,  that  it  partakes  of 
the  character  of  pathos. 

Her  singing  and  acting  in  the  more  passionate  scenes  of  the  opera 
rose  with  the  passion.  Her  mute  action  in  the  scenes  of  madness

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W'as  as  fine  as  anything  could  possibly  be.  When  she  slowly 
ascends  the  stage,  after  that  divine  air  “  Vicn  diletto,  ^  in  ciel  la 


luna,**  grasping  with  her  hand  the  imaginary  form  of  her  lover, 
nothing  can  be  conceived  more  natural,  more  beautiful,  or  more 
affecting.  She  pauses  for  a  moment,  silent,  at  the  top  of  the  stage, 
and  never  was  still  and  breathless  passion  so  fearfully  expressed  or 
so  truly  !  It  is  for  a  moment,  only,  but  as  she  stands  there  you 
feel  her  hand  relaxing  as  the  lover  glides  away,  and,  with  his  form, 
the  illusion  of  fondness.  When  she  suddenly  rushes  otf,  as  if  to 
recover  Uieir  images  again,  we  feel  the  uselessness  of  words  or 
music  to  assist  triumphant  nature.  The  heart  can  break  while  the 
tongue  is  silent !  This  is  only  one  instance,  and  her  performance 
was  filled  with  such,  but  we  would  particularly  mention  tiie  scene 
which  it  closes^  as  the  noblest  and  most  touching  picture  of  the 
various  aspects  of  one  madness  we  have  ever  witncsbcu  on  the  stage.

her  feeble  step  and  melancholy  restles.sness  betray  her  cooicious- 
nens  of  sorrow.  She  tries  one  seat,  then  another,  but  rest  is 
impossible.  The  unconsciouHness  of  madness  returns 
“  Padre  mio  ?  ini  chiami  al  Tempio 

and  her  face  is  now  intent  with  passionless  sorrow,  now  radiant 
with  ghastly  joy  ;  and  we  see  her,  smiling  or  grave— angry  or 
affectionate,  yet  the  same:  true  to  eternal  nature,  and,  by  her  truth, 
lifting  all  things  round  her  from  the  “  sullen  earth  ;’*  for  a  moment 
shattering,  even  here,  ail  that  is  affected,  all  that  is  cjnventional, 
all  that  is  critical;  disturbing  the  fashionable  self-possession  of 
indifference;  leaving  not  the  thought  of  a  cap  ora  coronet  in  box  or 
stall ;  pouring  forth  a  wealth  of  emotion,  which,  while  it  enriches 
all,  makes  all  seem  poor. 

Rubini,  Tamburini,  and  Lablache,  did  more  than  justice  to  their 
respective  parts,  whicli  present  little  for  the  exercise  of  such  genius  j 
as  theirs.  The  martial  duct  at  the  close  of  the  second  act : — 


Tlieir  lordships  met  on  Monday,  when  petitions  were  presented  in 
favour  of,  and  afrainst,  a  grant  to  the  church  of  Scotland. 

[  The  Earl  of  Wilton  then  presented  a  petition,  si^ed  by  10312  per* 
sons,  inhabitants  of  Manchester,  in  support  of  the  independence  of  the 
House  of  Peers,  and  praying  their  lordships  that  they  would  not  content 
to  any  measure  calculated  to  weaken  the  temporal  and  spiritual  capacity 
of  the  church  of  England  and  Ireland.  At  the  head  of  the  signatures  to 
the  petition  was  that  of  a  Roman  Catholic. 

Their  lordships  again  met  on  Tuesday,  when  some  few  petitions  were 
presented,  and  Lord  Brougham  rose  to  .say,  in  reference  to  the  lot&4 
complaints  made  recently  of  the  clause  in  the  poor  law  bill,  which  em* 
powered  commissioners  to  separate  husband  and  wife,  that  this  provision 
did  not  exist  in  the  poor  law  act,  that  there  was  not  one  tittle  of  any 
section  in  it  giving  a  power  to  overseers  to  separate  the  husband  from  the 
svife,  nor  any  section  giving  any  power  of  the  kind,  of  whicli  they  were 
not  |)ossessed  before  the  hill  pass^,  and  which  did  not  exist  under  Ihe  old 
law. — The  house  afterwards  adjourned. 

Their  lordships  did  not  sit  on  Wednesday. 

Their  lordships  met  on  Thursday,  when  Lord  LoNDOxncRRY,  in  giving 
notice  that  he  should  on  Tuesday  next  present  a  petition  from  50,000 
Irish  Protestants,  alluded  to  the  proceedings  at  Dublin  on  the  entrance 
of  the  lord  lieutenant,  which  led  to  explanations  from  I.*ord  Melbourne 
and  Lord  Wicklow,  leaving  no  doubt  as  to  the  falsehoods  invented  both 
in  that  ca.se,  and  in  that  of  the  solicitor-general  for  Ireland. 

Lord  Brougham  then  rose,  and  proposed  a  series  of  resolutions  for 
the  establishment  of  schools  for  the  instruction  of  youth,  and  the  for¬ 
mation  of  .schoolmasters,  and  the  appointment  of  a  board  of  commissioners 
for  superintending  the  application  of  the  funds  arising  out  of  the  endow¬ 
ments  for  education,  and  providing  that  the  trusts  be  duly  executed. 
His  lordship  introduced  the  subject  in  a  long  speech,  in  which  be  uoni- 
pared  the  past  and  present  state  of  education  in  England,  and  illustrated 
the  subject  by  references  to  what  had  been  done  in  other  countries.  A« 
the  resolutions  embraced  a  variety  of  views,  he  was  anxious  that  they 
should  be  printed,  and  considered  by  their  lordships,  before  he  mode  any 

distinct  motion  on  this  momentous  subject _ Lord  Melbourne  expressed 

his  intire  approbation  as  to  the  course  adopted  by  his  noble  and  learned 
friend,  and,  on  the  part  of  bis  majesty’s  government,  undertook  that  they 
would  give  the  closest  and  most  anxious  attention  to  the  proposition* 
The  Bishop  of  Gloucester  concurred  in  most  of  the  views  taken  by  the 
noble  and  learned  lord,  as  did  the  Archbishop  of  Canterburt. — Lord 
De.nman  also  agreed  with  the  general  views  of  the  noble  lord,  and  ex¬ 
pressed  a  hope  that  the  object  for  which  he  had  so  long  struggled  waa  on 
the  point  of  being  accomplished. — The  house  shortly  afterwards  ad¬ 
journed. 

Their  Lordships  again  met  on  Friday,  when  the  Dublin  procession 
on  the  entry  of  Lord  Mulgravc  was  iritrc^uced  by  Lord  lioden,  for  the 
purpose,  as  it  seemed,  of  ilrawing  out  the  Manfuis  of  Wellesley  respeci- 
iiig  the  cause  of  liis  resignation. — 'J'hc  Earl  of  Wicklow,  in  the  course 
of  the  debate  which  fbllowed,  compliinciited  the  noble’  Marquis  on  his 
having  acted  ns  a  man  of  honourable  character  might  lie  expected  to  act, 
w’hen  he  felt  %vhat  was  the  influence  of  Mr  O’Connell. — The  Marquis 
of  Wellesley  said  he  had  not  heard  of  the  proeession  w  hen  he  tendered 

his  resign.'ition _ On  this  Lord  Loviiunokrhv  **  begged  to  ask  the  noble 

Marquis  to  explain  the  cause  of  his  resignation.  He  could  not  but 
know  all  that  had  passed  in  the  public  journals  and  in  that  house  upon 
the  subject.  At  the  close  of  an  address  made  to  that  house,  he  (Lord 
Londonderry)  thought  he  was  at  lilierty  to  .state  what  had  lieen  cummu* 
nicated  to  him  by  a  noble  and  illustrious  ]H‘rKonage  oil  the  subject,  as 
coming  from  the  noble  Marquis  himself.  He  was  sorry  that  the  noble 
Marquis  made  his  statcnieut  at  the  present  inoiiient,  when  that  noble 
and  illustrious  personage  w’as  not  in  the  house." — laird  Wellbslev, 
perhaps  from  a  di^sirc  to  spare  the  noble  and  illustrious  |)crsonage  (1^ 
Duke  of  Cumberland),  with  .some  skill  evaded  the  question.  “  The 
noble  Marquis,"  said  his  lordship,  **  .seems  to  entertain  notions  with  ra- 
spect  to  my  reading,  in  which  he  is  exceedingly  inaccurate ;  it  is  not  so 
extensive  as  to  iiiake  me  complete  master  of  tcery  tort  of  vaym  import 
that  it  spread  ubrooft."  The  reasons  for  his  resignation  his  lordship  re¬ 
fused  to  state,  uiiles.s  called  on  in  a  regular  and  distinct  manner.

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 


The  house  met  on  Monday,  wdieii  I..ord  Mohfetii  took  the  oatha  and 
his  seat,  amidst  loud  cheers  from  the  ministeritl  lionches. 

Lord  Stanley  then  presented  a  petition  against  Dr  Webber,  formerly 
chaplain  to  the  House  of  Commons,  now  a  Prebendary  of  Westminster, 
Dean  of  Uipon,  and  Vicar  of  Kirkham,  in  I.Ancashire.  'Hie  parish  con¬ 
tained  a  population  of  12,00(1  souls,  scattered  over  130  square  miles, 
divided  into  17  townships  ;  and,  of  the  17  townships,  not  less  than  eight 
were  without  any  means  of  religious  instruction.  The  great  tithes  were 
wholly  appropriated  to  Christ  Church  College,  Oxford ;  and,  in  J814, 
when  Dr  Wel>lx*r  was  prcsenit>d  to  the  living,  the  value  of  the  small  tithes 
was  but  250/.  per  annum.  This  sum  the  parishioners  raised  to  1,000/., 
on  his  solemn  assurance  that  no  alteration  should  bo  made  in  the  amount 
during  his  incumbency.  In  1829  he  was  presented  to  the  Deanery  of 
Ripon,  and  from  that  time  to  the  present,  with  one  exception,  be  had  n^ 
set  his  foot  in  Kirkham.  In  1833  he  for  once  visited  Kirkham,  but  his 
object  was  to  set  aside  the  mod  uses,  to  which  he  had  before  gratefully 
assented,  and  to  increase  the  amount  of  tithes.  The  prayer  of  the  petition 
went  to  two  specific  purpou^:  the  first,  that  the  bouse  would  compel  the 
residence  of  their  minister;  and  the  next  was,  that  archbishops  and  bUlu^ 
should  have  the  ))owcr  of  compelling  rectors,  and  vicars,  and  impropriatora 
of  tithes,  to  build  and  endow  chapels  of  ease  where  necessary.  His  lord- 
ship,  after  quoting  a  letter  addressed  by  King  James  tlie  First  to  the 
University  of  Oxford,  reco!ii mending  proper  provision  for  out 

of  their  impropriate  tithes,  concluuwl  with  expressing  oi|  emmeat  hope 
that  this  royal  recomraeinktion  would  shortly  be  adopted  by 'tbe|ftrtiea, 
with  a  Tiew  to  renssre  “  ,gr«at  and  sumal  abusea  whi6hi,^.pviMilMl  so 
disfigured  tha  diaeipliiie  of  the  church  of  £iqi;it&d.*^Chi  thia  B.

— After  a 
words  from  Mr  Hiavir  and  Mr  CoBerrr,  the  petition  was  received. 
Other  petitions  against  tithes  from  Ireland,  chiefly  from  the  county 
D^n,  were  then  presented.  ...  j 

On  the  question  (which  was  next  discussed)  that  a  new  wnt  be  issued 
for  the  borough  of  Stafford,  in  the  room  of  Sir  F.  H.  Goodricke,  who  had 
accepted  the  Chiltern  Hundreds,  Mr  Divett  moved,  as  an  amendment, 
that  the  issue  of  the  writ  be  suspended  until  further  notice.**  After 
some  debate,  the  amendment,  which  was  supported  by  Sir  R.  Peel,  was 
carried  without  a  division,  and  the  issue  of  the  writ  is  accordingly 
suspended. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr  W  alter,  iVIr  S.  Rice  stated  that  it 
was  true  that  30,000/.  had  been  advanced  by  Government  to  the  Thames 
Tunnel  Company,  under  the  restriction  that  it  was  only  to  lie  applied  to 
the  “under  water**  works,  by  way  of  experiment,  previous  to  any  further 
advance  of  the  whole  sum  of  270,000/.,  which,  it  appears  that,  by  an  act 
passed  on  the  last  day  of  the  session  of  1833,  government  is  authorized  to 
lend  to  the  company. 

Mr  S.  Rice  then,  in  answer  to  a  question  from  Mr  Hume,  said  it  was 
his  intention,  without  delay,  to  renew  the  commission  appointed  under 
the  government  of  Earl  Grey  to  inquire  into  the  possibility  of  amalga* 
mating  the  civil  and  military  departments  of  the  Ordnance. 

The  house  having  afterwards  gone  into  committee  of  supply,  the  annual 
grant  to  the  British  Museum  (amounting  to  17,796/.)  was  moved  by 
Sir  R.  Peel,  and  agreed  to. 

Col.  Leith  Hat  brought  forward  the  Ordnance  estimates,  a  large 
portion  of  which  was  voted,  llie  Chairman  reported  progress,  and 
obtained  leave  to  sit  again. 

The  Oaths*  Abolition  Bill,  and  the  Merchant  Seamen’s  Bill,  w’ent 
through  committee. 

Mr  F.  Barixg  brought  in  the  Annual  Indemnity  Bill,  which  was  read 
a  first  time,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  second  time  on  Monday. 

The  House  again  met  on  Tuesday,  when  several  petitions  were  pre¬ 
sented,  and  among  them  one  from  L^eds,  by  Mr  Roebuce,  signed  by  700 
persons,  and  several  others,  by  the  same  gentleman,  from  places  the 
names  of  which  did  not  reach  us,  against  the  stamp  duties  on  newspapers. 
Mr  Roebuck  argued  strongly  against  the  present  monopoly,  as  injurious 
in  every  way,  and  chiefly  in  keeping  from  the  people  the  best  means  of 
enlightenment.  The  truth  was,  he  was  pleased  to  say,  that  almost  all 
the  newspaper  presa  of  the  present  day  was  far  beneath  the  intel¬ 
ligence  and  morality  of  the  country,  with  the  exception,  perhaps, 
of  some  very  few  cases,  among  which  he  might  mention  the  Exnm^ 
aner  and  the  Standard,  lie  wished  the  stamp-duties  on  newspapers  to 
be  taken  oflT,  because  with  them  would  be  destroyed  a  monopoly  which 
but  too  frequently  was  made  the  means  of  exercising  a  most  improper 
and  injurious  effect  on  the  public  mind.  After  some  conversation  the 
potitions  were  receiviNl. 

Mr  Wyse  afterwards  rose  to  bring  forward  his  motion  upon  the  subject 
of  lutional  education  in  Ireland,  of  which  he  had  given  notice.  He  ad¬ 
verted  at  some  length,  and  with  great  clearness,  the  necessity  of  further 
legislation  on  this  subject,  and  submitted  an  outline  of  the  plan  be  pro- 
po^.  He  would  propose,  in  the  flrst  instance,  the  establishment,  bj 
legidative  sanction,  of  a  board  of  national  education  in  Dublin,  over 
which  (lie  chief  secretary  fur  Ireland  should  preside.  The  first  thing,  of 
course,  in  the  establishment  of  such  a  board,  must  necessarily  be  to  in¬ 
sure  strict  impartiality.  It  might  be  said  that  that  would  bean  impos- 
sibU  thing  in  Ireland,  but  he  (Mr  Wyse)  maintained  that  it  was  by  no 
means  impossible.  To  secure  impartiality  in  the  national  board  of  edu¬ 
cation,  which  he  (Mr  Wyse)  proposed  to  establish,  he  would  place  at  the 
head  of  it,  next  to  the  chief  secretary  for  Ireland,  the  protestant  arch¬ 
bishop  and  the  catholic  archbishop  of  Dublin ;  to  these  he  would  add  a 
clergyman  from  the  Presbyterian  body,  and,  as  representatives  or  guardians 
of  ttic  lay  part  of  the  community,  he  would  take  a  gentleman  from  each 
of  the  provinces  in  Ireland,  and  one  from  Dublin.  Thus  should  the 
board  1)«  constituted  ;  but  he  would  not  leave  in  its  own  hands  the  power 
of  appointing  its  own  memlM*rs ;  he  would  leave  that  intircly  in  the 
bands  of  the  lord  lieutenant  of  Ireland.  To  a  board  so  constituted  he 
should  propose  to  give  the  power  of  taking  the  land,  of  building  schools, 
of  building  residences  fur  teachers,  and  of  annexing  portions  of  land  to 
those  residences,  either  as  play-grounds  for  the  children,  or  gardens  for 
tbs  teachers.  He  would  further  give  to  (he  board  the  power  of  estab¬ 
lishing  day-schools  for  teachers,  of  nmliitainiiig  and  directing  those 
•cbool^  and  of  establishing  model  schools.  \Vith  the  view  of  securing 
complete  efficiency  in  the  lu^tructors,  he  would  have  annual  examinatious 
of  taachers,  and  a  yearly  publication  of  the  names  of  those  whose  exam- 
inatum  should  be  satisfactory.  It  would  then  be  necessary  to  provide 
that  there  should  be  a  proper  selection  of  books  ;  and  to  attain  that  end 
ha  thought  it  would  be  wise  tliat  the  board  should  hold  out  premiums  to 
aocourage  every  man  in  the  kingdom  to  contribute  works  for  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  youth.  Mr  \\  yse  proceeded  to  define,  in  a  number  of  other  par¬ 
ticulars,  the  power  he  would  entrust  to  the  board,  and  concluded  by 
asking  leave  to  bring  in  the  bill.  Mr  O'Beick  seconded  the  motion. 
On  the  question  being  put,  Ixird  Moarmi  said  that  he  was  not  now 
prepared  to  enter  into  a  discussion  on  this  subject.  He  approved  of  tlie 
tMwrd  of  education  founded  by  his  noldc  friend  the  member  for  North 
Lancashire,  which  It  appeared  to  bo  tl>e  principal  part  of  the  present 
scheme  to  extend.  He  would  be  glad  to  have  the  bill  introduced  and 
discuased. 

Mr  Divett  then,  after  presenting  petitions  from  the  lieensed  victuallers 
of  Exeter,  Stockport,  South  Shields,  and  other  places,  against  the  act  of 
last  session  for  increasing  the  duties  on  spirit  licences,  proceeded  to  move, 
in  pursuance  of  his  nutiM,  that  the  bouse  revilve  itself  Into  a  committee 
oftlw  whole  house  on  that  act.  If#  urged  strongly  the  remission  of  the 
duties.  Mr  SraiKu  Ric  s,  in  reply,  admitted  the  force  of  many  of  the 
tlatemenis  made  by  bis  hunourahlc  friend,  the  member  for  Exeter,  and 
eould  Msure  him  and  the  house,  that  the  subject  was  under  the  eon- 
^devmtion  of  the  treasury,  and  (fiat  a  scheme  was  now  liefore  them  which 
m  thought  would  do  away  with  the  fritvsnera  complained  of,  without 
Mif  ah^i^meiit  of  revenue.  Although^  Mr  8.  Rice  added  autiae- 
••  ■ho|(ld  be  sorre  if  Uui  opiDiidfi  went  abroad  »W<i»  relief 
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tion,  which  was  cordially  received  by  the  house,  Mr  Ditett  that  he 
would  withdraw  his  motion,  trusting  to  the  known  desire  of  his  riwhr 
honourable  friend  to  aflTord  every  practicable  relief.  " 

Mr  Ward  next  submitted  the  plan  of  the  committee  for  taking  the 
divisions  of  the  house.  They  proposed  that  upon  the  space  now  unoc¬ 
cupied  behind  the  speaker’s  chair  a  lobb*  should  be  erected ;  and  that 
this  having  been  done,  on  the  bouse  be*..,^  cleared  for  a  division  the  avte 
should  pass  into  the  lobby  at  one  end,  ana  the  noes  into  the  lobby  at  the 
other,  when  the  doors  should  be  closed.  The  clerks  were  then  to  proceed 
to  take  down  the  names,  which,  being  completed,  the  doors  were  to  be 
simultaneously  opened,  and  the  names  would  be  carried  to  the  table  of 
the  bouse,  and  there  alphabetically  arranged.  (Hear,  hear.)  Mr  Sraixo 
Rice  highly  approved  the  plan,  but  suggested  to  his  honourable  friend 
whether  the  better  course  would  not  be  to  refer  this  report  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  appointed  to  consider  the  propriety  of  rebuilding  both  Houses 
of  Parliament.  Thb  was  agreed  to. 

Mr  Wallace  moved  for  leave  to  bring  in  four  bills  to  improve  tbe 
present  practice  in  certain  law  courts  in  Scotland,  and  Mr  Ltrch  sub- 
mitted  his  plan  for  regulating  the  civil  bill  courts  in  Ireland. 

Mr  P.  Thomson  then,  after  a  short  speech,  moved  that  a  select  com- 
mittee  he  appointed  on  the  present  state  of  the  trade  in  corn  between  the 
Channel  Islands  and  the  United  Kingdom,  and  Dr  Bowring,  with  others, 
highly  approved  of  the  proposition  of  a  committee.  The  hotiac  ad¬ 
journed  at  half-past  II.  ' 

The  house  met  again  on  Wednesday,  when  several  petitions  were  pre¬ 
sented  against  grants  to  the  Scotch  church,  which  gave  rise  to  a  good 
deal  of  discussion. 

A  petition  from  the  borough  of  Preston  against  intimidation  and 
brilvery  was  then  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Intimidation, 

Mr  O’Connell  then  gave  notice  that  on  an  early  day  he  should  move 
for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  establish  a  poor-rate  for  destitute  families 
in  Ireland. 

On  moving  that  the  house  resolve  itself  into  a  committee  on  Mr 
Poulter’s  Lord’s-day  bill,  a  good  deal  of  discussion  arose.  Mr  Hawes 
moved  that  it  be  referred  to  a  select  committee.  This  was  opposed  by 
some  members,  and  supported  by  others.  Sir  R.  Peel  urged  a  number 
of  admirable  objections  to  the  bill,  w'hich  are  noticed  elsewhere.— 
Mr  Hawes  subsequently  withdrew  his  amendment,  and  the  bill  went 
through  a  committee,  the  report  was  received,  and  the  bill,  as  amended, 
ordered  to  be  printed. 

The  Wills’  Execution  bill  was  re-committed,  when  it  underwent  seve¬ 
ral  alterations. 

The  Seamen’s  Enlistment  bill  was  read  a  second  time,  and  ordered  to 
be  committed ;  and  the  Roman  Catholic  Marriages  bill  was  also  read  a 
second  time. 

In  a  committee  of  Ways  and  Means,  the  house  voted  eight  millions 
from  the  Consolidated  Fund  for  the  service  of  the  current  year. 

Mr  Ew  art  obtained  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  allowing  counsel  to 
prisoners,  and  abolishing  the  punishment  of  death  in  certain  cases. 

The  house  then  adjourned. 

The  house  again  met  on  Thursday,  when  Lord  John  Russell  took 
the  oaths  and  his  seat,  amidst  tremendous  cheering  from  the  Ministerial 
benches. 

The  Trinity  Harbour  Bill  was  then  introduced ;  but,  in  the  course  of 
the  discussion  on  a  motion  concerning  it,  the  business  was  interrupted 
by  the  detection  of  an  informality  in  the  balloting  for  the  Ennis  election 
committee.  A  member,  not  present,  was  erroneously  named  as  one  of 
the  committee ;  at  the  time  of  swearing  it  was  discovered  that  the 
appointed  member  was  not,  nor  had  been,  in  tbe  bouse.  For  this  all 
other  proceedings  of  the  house  were  obliged  to  be  at  cnee  adjourned  ! 

The  Commons  again  met  on  Friday,  when  the  motion  for  the  second 
reading  of  the  Liverpool  Police  Bill  gave  rise  to  a  good  deal  of  warm 
discussion.  Mr  Ew  art  said  the  reah  object  of  the  bill  was  to  anticipate 
and  destroy  the  effect  of  the  intended  measure  of  municipal  reform,  and 
Mr  O’Connell  said,  it  is  an  attempt  to  prevent  the  reform  of  Corpora¬ 
tions  which  we  have  in  contemplation  [great  cheering].  Yes,  all  of  us 
on  this  side  of  the  house,  and  many  on  the  other  side  also,  are  prepared 
for  a  measure  of  corporate  reform.  Some  personal  altercation  took  place 
between  Lord  Stanley  and  Mr  Shell.  On  a  division  the  numbers  were 
for  the  second  reading  185,  against  it,  171 ;  majority  14. 

Mr  W.  S.  O’Hkibn  wislied  to  know  whether  Sir  W.  Gosset  bad  been 
removed,  or  was  about  to  be  removed ;  hut  Lord  John  Russell  did  out 
feel  it  consistent  with  his  duty  to  return  any  answer  to  the  question. 

Mr  Roebuck  wished  to  inquire  whether  it  was  intended  to  abolish  the 
practice  of  soldiers  wearing  side-arms  in  town.  Lord  How(ck  said  on  a 
future  day,  he  would  endeavour  to  return  the  best  answer  in  his  power 
to  tbe  question. 

Some  conversation  next  took  place  on  the  subject  of  the  Dissenters* 
nurriage  bill,  the  second  reading  of  which  was  on  the  brderis  for  the 
night.  Lord  John  Russell  alluded  to  the  objections  which  had  been 
made  to  some  parts  of  it ;  but  it  was  tliought  better  that  the  bill  should 
be  altered  in  ooinmittec. 

Lord  John  Russell  gave  notice  that,  on  Monday,  the  Ist  of  June,  he 
should  move  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  the  better  regulation  of  the 
municipal  corporations  in  England  and  Wales.  Tliis  notice  was  received 
with  loud  cheers. 

I  fSir  Robert  Peel  mm  ed  the  second  reading  of  the  Dissenters*  marriage 
bill,  rhe  bill  was  read  a  second  tiute,  and  ordered  to  be  committed  that 
day  three  weeks. 

On  the  motion  of  Lord  John  Russell,  the  registration  of  votes  bill 
was  referred  to  a  select  committee. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  Colonel  Siiriioar,  Lord  John  Bus**u* 
said  there  wM  no  intention  of  sending  Colonel  Fox  to  Canada  as  one  of 
the  commissioners.  Pro  forma,  the  remainder  of  the  evening  was  occu¬ 
pied  with  the  army  estimates,  in  which  considerable  progrecs  was  made.

Of  the  society 
itself  he  said,  “  I  grieve  and  am  ashamed  to  say  it  cannot  be  djspeifMW 
with ;  iu  existence  is  still  necessary  among  us.”  As  a  proof  ^  tbti 
necessity,  the  noble  lord  adverted  to  the  case  of  Mr  Childs,  who  is  now 
in  Ipswich  gaol  because  be  conscientiously  refused  to  pay  17$.  6d.  fotj 
church-rates  to  the  churchwardens  of  Bungay.  He  tl>€n  proceeded  ^ 
explain  what  were  the  immediate  practical  objects  to  be  obtained  in 
furtherance  of  religious  liberty.  In  the  middle  of  his  lordship’s  speech 
Mr  O’Connell  entered  the  room  and  was  received  with  much  cheering 
Lord  Brougham  continued  :  The  reception  which  they  had  very  moperly 
the  honourable  member  for  Dublin,  who  was  a  Roman  CathoUcii 
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South  SrArroaosHiaa.  The  IVorcetlertIure  Guardian  says,  “Mr 
Giffhrd,  of  Cbillingtou,  a  Roman  Catholic,  has  subscribed  a  munifioent 
sum  in  support  of  the  elation  of  the  Conservative  candidate  for  South 
Staflfbrdshire,  and  is  Chairman  of  Sir^  Francis  Goodricke's  Committee.” 
If  this  is  so,  it  b  surely  a  rebuke  to  the*  “  No  Popery  ”  cry  which  has  been 
resolutely  raised  by  the  Tories  in  this  county,  and  practised  on  to  the 
extreme  of  delusion.  Tlie  candidates  were  at  Wolverhampton  on  Wi^l- 
liesday  last.  Col.  Anson’s  reception  there,  os  well  as  in  all  other  quarters 
of  the  division,  was  most  enthusiastic.  His  t^ponent,  who,  to  speak 
oxily,  seems  to  have  very  little  to  say  for  himself,  could  hardly  get  a 
hearing.  Tliere  is  no  doubt  of  the  success  of  Col.  Anson.

— Mr  O’Coniiell :  “  I  should  be  glad  to  know  whether  Mg 
man  here  thinks  that  *  I^rd  ’  before  the  name  of  Henry  Brougham,  raisff 
him  in  the  estimation  cf  his  country  (very  great  cheering)?  I  was 
speaking,  my  lord,  of  the  lordlings  who  may  belong  to  your  lordsbip’i 
order,  but  they  do  not  belong  to  your  class  of  human  lyings.” — Lorq 
Brougham,  at  the  close  of  the  procedings,  in  acknowledgement  of  a  vot# 
of  thanks,  again  addressed  the  meeting  at  great  length.

I  say  this  not  merely  to  gratify  my  own  feelings  of  frieod(« 
ship,  or  to  do  an  act  of  justice  towards  him,  hut  also  fur  the  salt#  of 
removing  the  foolish  gossip  that  has  gone  about  of  our  having  had  aboft 
one  single  moment’s  dissension,  and  that,  too,  upon  a  matter,  1  beliavei 
arising  altogether  from  misrepresentation,  and  which  has  long  since  baeii 
forgotten  (cheers). — The  next  we  take  from  the  “  peroratiou.”— “  Tba^ 
I  have  at  all  times  been,  as  I  ever  henceforth  shall,  and  do  at  thb  tliMI 
profess  myself  ready  to  be,  the  enemy  of  intolerance,  the  foe  of  opprea- 
sion,  the  protector  of  the  injured,  the  redresser  of  those  grievances  wbicli 
require  the  interposition  of  a  public  man  to  redress — that  I  shall  Dejar 
shrink  from  that  course  from  fear,  either  of  giving  offence  to  the  poweriM^ 
or  umbrage  to  the  squeamish,  or  alarm  to  the  weak,  the  feeble,  and  faint* 
hearted ;  but  that  I  sliall  oppose  those  oppressions,  and  expose 
wrongs  that  have  been  dune,  be  they  in  the  person  of  the  first  subject  In 
the  land,  and  she  a  Queen  (great  cheering),  or  be  they  in  the  person  of 
a  murdered  and  martyred  missionary  of  God’s  truth  in  the  slave  culoniaaf 
or  be  they  in  the  person  of  a  humble  printer,— a  useful  and  repUtablo 
citizen  of  Suffolk  ; — that  I  shall  oppose  the  tyrant  arm,  endeavour  to 
paralyze  the  oppressor’s  baud,  expose  the  bigoted  head,  wliethcr  it  bt 
covered  with  a  monk’s  cowl,  or  with  a  prelate’s  mitre  (-tromenckitia 
cheers) — throw  open  the  guise  that  covers  over  the  wicked  heart,  whether 
it  throb  behind  a  cassock,  or  behind  lawn  ; — that  these  are  my  principle^ 
and  that  they  will  be,  as  they  ever  have  been,  the  guide  of  ray  public  lifilb 
you  and  my  country  are  assured,  and  require  of  me  no  pledge.

France,  therefore,  has  been  anxiously  looked  to.  We  borrow  a  state* 
mcnt  which  appealed  in  the  Times  a  few  days  ago,  to  indicate  the  pro¬ 
bability  of  success  in  that  quarter.  Lord  Eliot  and  Colonel  Gurwood 
are  reported  in  that  statement  to  have  given  an  account  to  Louis- 
Fbilippo  (when  introduced  to  him  as  they  passed  through  Paris  on  their 
return)  to  the  effect,  that  “  Zumalacar reguy  would  beat  Valdez,  as  he 
bad  done  his  predecessors  in  command^  would  l>eat  him  up  even  to 
Madrid.”  “Very  well  1  ”  observed  Lou  is- Philippe,  “  Don  Carlos  is  an 
honest  man.”  When  the  Duke  de  Brc^lie,  who  was  present  at  this  con¬ 
versation,  remarked  that  he  considered  the  position  of  Don  Carlos  as 
very  much  resembling  that  of  Don  Miguel  in  Portugal,  from  which  he 
was  expelled  by  the  intervention  of  Spain  under  the  Quadruple  Treaty, 
the  King  would  not  listen  to  the  comparison.  “  It  was  unjust  to  Don 
Carlos  to  compare  him  in  any  w'ay  with  a  man  of  notoriously  bad  faith.” 
Further,  w’hen  the  obligations  imposed  upon  the  contracting  parties  by 
that  Treaty  (calling  for  an  armed  intervention)  w’ere  alluded  to,  the  King 
is  represent^  to  have  distinctly  declared  that  he  did  not  feel  himself 
oallea  upon  to  answer  the  demand  of  the  Spanisli  Government,  if  it 
threatened  to  involve  such  an  interference. 

We  do  not  know  to  what  amount  of  credence  this  statement  is  intitled. 
llie  Times  itself  doubts  it,  the  Mnrntng  Chronicle  believes  it.  The  latter 
journal  couples  its  testimony  with  the  following  *  —

4.  The  Koval  Statute  be  maintained.— 5.  Nevertheless,  the  privileges  of

made  under  the  intlueiice  and  guarantee  of  France  and  England,  and  ratified 
by  the  Northern  Courts.” 

We  have  seim,  since  writing  the  above,  accounts  from  Madrid,  to  the 
date  of  the  14th,  which  represent  the  tranquillity  of  that  capital  as  com¬ 
paratively  restored,  and  tumult  not  only  quieted  in  the  streets,  but  the 
indignation  aiid  irascibipty  of  the  Procuradores  much  calmed  also.  A 
private  declaration  of  the  Minister  that  no  further  negotiation  would  be 
attempted  with  Don  Carlos  had  satisfied  Opposition  for  the  moment. 
The  recent  defeats  of  Valdez,  too,  are  now  mentioned  by  the  ‘  Journal 
des  Debats*  as  not  irreparable.

~  Some  of  our  contemporaries  have  attempted  to  excite  great  alarm 
for  the  conse«iuenccs  of  Lord  Mulgrave’s  expected  visit  to  the  Dublin 
Theatre.  We  arc  happy  to  l>e  able  to  relieve  their  apprehension.  The 
DulAxn  Evening  Post  of  Thurstlay  says: — “We  had  the  gratification  of 
witnessing  last  night  the  reception  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  his 
Countess  at  the  theatre.  It  was  such  as  we  cxjiectcd — cordial,  enthusi¬ 
astic,  w'c  might  say  rapturous.  Yet  there  irere  no  bannerSy  no  ensigns^  no 
insulting  inscriptions  against  the  people  of  the  country,  as  on  the  occa¬ 
sion  of  Lord  Haddington's  visit — none  of  that  rancorous  exhibition  of 
vulgar  natures,  which  greeted  the  representative  of  the  Orange  regime 
in  Ireland,  on  his  first  state  visit  to  the  theatre.  Noise  there  was,  no 
doubt,  and  enough  of  it,  arising  principally  from  the  puny  efforts  of  the 
faction  to  interrupt  the  general  hilarity  of  the  evening  by  the  *  Conserva¬ 
tive  fire,’  as  it  is  called.  The  gentry,  however,  were  expelled,  and  some 
of  them  carried  to  the  Police-office,  as  we  learn.  On  the  whole,  w'e 
think  that  his  Excellency  bus  very  good  reason  to  l>e  proud  of  his' re¬ 
ception,  as  well  as  his  noble  Countess,  w'hose  affable  and  dignified

Poor  Laws  in  Ireland. — Since  Mr  O’ConneH’s  annouuoemvnt  of 
his  change  of  opinion  on  the  question  of  poor  laws,  thesul»jcc|  has  become 
just  as  popular  as  repeal  was  three  or  four  years  ago.  'i'hc  tide  of  public 
opinion  b as  been  thus  turned  into  a  new  and  legitimate  channel;  and 
instead  of  wasting  their  time  about  a  totally  impracticable  measure,  the 
people  arc  beginning  actively  to  bestir  themselves  in  favour  of  a  legal 
provision  fur  the  pour. 


Able-eoi)Ie»  Pauperism. — We  have  been  endeavouring,  in  the  course 
of  these  remarks,  to  raise  the  conviction,  which  is  firmly  impressed  upou 
ourselves,  that  the  able-bodied  pauperism  in  the  south  of  England  is  the 
mere  result  of  a  vicious  system,  and  little,  if  at  all,  connected  with  a 
redundancy  of  laliour,  except  in  cases  where  some  small  surplus  (eastlv 
to  be  relieved)  has  lieen  created  by  the  system  itself.  If  this  ba  so,  ft 
follows  that  remedies,  which,  however  necessary,  might  be  considered 
harsh,  if  applied  to  a  real  redundance  of  labour,  will  by  their  mere  pi*0> 
spective  force,  without  inflicting  any  practical  hardship,  restore  a  sounder 
state  of  things  between  the  employer  and  the  labourer,  and  reiostate  tlic 
latter  in  his  property  and  independence.  The  employers  of.  labour,  who, 
under  the  legislature,  have  been  (lie  most  active  because  the  moat  inte¬ 
rested  movers  of  the  mischief,  arc  the  paities  to  be  attacked  by  a  change 
of  system  ;  a  change  beneficial  to  them,  because  their  interest  in  the 
ahusffs,  although  siiflicieniiy  specious  to  mislead,  is,  as  they  are  beginning 
to  find,  a  false  and  treacherous  delusion  ;  such,  however,  is  the  relative 
position  of  the  two  patties,  that  the  motives  and  practice  of  the  employer 
cannot  l>e  influenced,  except  by  influencing  iti  the  first  place  the  motives 
and  conduct  of  the  men.  One  thing  is  strikingly  obvious,  from  the  above 
view  of  the  evil,  that  nothing  le;^  than  the  application  of  an  authorized 
agency,  wholly  extraneous  to  the  parish,  could  have  been  relied  on  for 
grappling  successfully  with  this  enormous  domestic  evil.  If  sueeew  be 
the  result  of  those  proceedings  which  are  now  in  rapid  progress,  they  must 
consider  lightly  and  superficially  of  able-l>odied  pauperism  in  its  present 
state  of  growth,  who  shall  propose  to  estimate  the  value  of  that  sueoa^a 
in  the  actual  saving  of  pounds,  shillings,  and  pence  to  the  community. 
The  truth  it,  that  this  brunch  of  pauperism,  although  tha  most  dangerous 
and  mischievous,  and  therefore  properly  attacked  first  witli  all  (lie  con¬ 
centrated  forces  of  improvement,  forms  by  no  means  (lie  roost  expensive 
branch  of  poor-rate  expenditure.  Forty  able-bodied  men,  who  are  only 
occasionally  on  the  parish,  are  not  so  expensive  os  ten  pensioners,  who  are 
a  burden  the  whole  year  round.  Addtoihis — a  great  pof  t  ion  of  tlm  ex  ptmc 
of  able-bodied  pauperism  never  makes  its  appearance  in  the  poor-rates  ; 
the  surveyor  of  the  highways  coulintially  affords  relief  at  the  instimee  of 
the  overseer,  and  raises  for  that  purpose  a  rale  far  more  than  equivalent 
to  the  necessary  maintenance  of  the  roads.  In  tha  WMnwHBMaBigirnt  of 
the  campaign,  wa  cannot  but  applaud  (lie  prudence  and  gPw^itat^ilpp 
of  the  commissioners,  in  refraining  from  any  attempt  to  intro¬

Tliey 
ha4  thus  rid  themselves,  to  a  great  extent,  of  the  opposition  to  be  ex¬ 
pected  from  local  interests,  which  have  everywhere  shown  themselves 
silently  agiuted  by  the  change ;  and  a  sounder  system  of  rtflief  will  thus 
find  the  way  prepared  for  its  gradual  introduction.  A  body  of  persons, 
the  mgiority  of  whom  will  have  no  interest  either  to  squander  or  to  save 
in  particular  cases,  will  now  have  to  eiercise  an  immediate  discretion  in 
the  general  administration  of  relief ;  and  a  body  so  constituted  will  find 
H  difficult  to  shut  out  that  sounder  practice,  and  those  principles  of  com¬ 
mon  tense,  which  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  consuntly  to

pleaded  that  they  had  iMid  Mr  Jerrold  for  his  play,  which  was  all  they 
emMidered  k  worth— Mr  Seiyeant  Talfourd  addressed  the  jury  for  the  plain- 
tMFia  a  very  able,  elegant,  and  effective  speech.  He  stated  the  circumstances 


Mr  Morris  to  pay  the  author  more  than  601.  Mr  Jerrold,  he  said,  had  received 
loot,  for  apiece  intitled  The  Uouaekeefery  a  play  of  less  pretensions  than  the 
fUM  for  which  he  now  sought  to  recover  the  sum  of  lAO/.,  and  was,  moreover, 
not  so  snccessfoL  He  wnuld  produce  the  play  bills,  by  which  it  would  appear 
that  Bean  Nash  was  performed  thirteen  times,  and  as  the  play  bills  said,  was 
every  time  received  with  the  imist  unbounded  applanse  from  numerous  and 
finhioaable  andiences.  The  piece  having  been  so  often  performed,  wm  a  pretty 
aam  criterion  of  its  success,  and  Mr  Jerrold  was  most  undoubtedly  intitled  to 
tha  enmuiieratkin  of  a  soccessful  author,  as  all  persons  connected  with  the 
dmma  agreed  that  if  a  mece  reached  the  ninth  night  its  success  was  esta- 
MblMd.  Mr  Serjeant  Talfourd  then  stated  the  ordinary  remuneration  for 
pieonn  of  this  sort.  The  usual  remuneration  for  a  comedy  in  three  acts  was 
50/.  the  third  night,  which  Mr  Jerrold  had  received ;  50/.  the  sixth,  and  an 
ndduiooai  50/.  the  ninth  night ;  to  recover  which  last  sums  this  action  was 
oommeoced— After  Mr  Serjeant  Talfourd  had  concluded  his  address,  a  num- 
hnr  of  witimtses  were  called  to  prove  the  theatrical  customs  inv«)lving  the 
paints  of  the  case— such  ms  the  amount  of  remuneration,  the  numl^r  of  nights 
eoQsidered  to  coostitnte  a  case  of  snecess,  Ac.  Mr  Stephen  Price,  formerly 
iMsee  of  Drury-lane,  and  trow  of  the  American  Theatres,  stated  that,  in  his 
Jadgomat,  12/.  lOt.  a  niglit  was  a  fair  remuneration  for  a  successful  comedy  in 
lliran  nets ;  when  a  piece  was  reiieated  after  the  ninth  night,  that  was  prmf 
poeitive  of  hs  success ;  did  not  think  50/.  an  act  for  an  original  rome^,  which 
liiid  bnea  parfbnaed  thirteen  nights,  an  unreasonable  remuneration ;  for  a  tni- 
g^y  or  consedy  in  five  arts  the  usual  remuneration  was  100/.  on  the  third 
a^t,  100/L  on  the  sisth  night,  100/.  on  the  ninth  night,  and  an  additional 
haodred  on  the  tweirtieth  night  of  repres<*f>tation  ;  such  was  tlie  scale,  if  there

— The  Jury  returned  a  verdict  of  gail^*  and  the  prisoner  was 
about  to  be  removed  from  the  bar,  when  slie^  demanded  in  an  audacious  imnniji 
to  know  whst  her  sentence  was,  sa3ring,  “  Give  me  three  years  if  you  lik6,0Ql« 
let  me  know."— The  officers  nttera^eo  to  remove  her  by  force,  but  she  fooght 
like  a  fnry. — The  Common  Serjeant  called  her  back,  and  sentenced  her  to  two 
years*  imprisonment  and  liard  labour,  on  hearing  wliich  she  uttered  the  most 
horrid  curses.

Mrs  Jones  seized  h,  and  ran  away,  but  he  followed  her, 
and  struck  her  on  the  breast.  ^  She  escaped  furthw^  mjnry  by  tiirowing  the 
bayonet  to  the  fire-place,  and  while  he  was  recovering  it  she  quitfod  the  rooau 
He  also  tlireatenea  to  stab  the  watchman. — The  prisoner  sidd  a  man  intro¬ 
duced  some  cards,  and  he  made  a  wager  with  him  about  naming  a  card,  mid 
when  hands  were  laid  on  him  he  had  a  right  to  protect  himself— The  Aider- 
man,  after  reprobating  the  drawing  of  the  bayonet,  said  he  would  send  the 
weatjon  to  the  regiment,  with  a  statement  of  the  charge,  that  the  prisoner 
roigjit  be  punished. 

Hobert  lAiingf  another  private,  was  also  charged  with  riotous  conduct  at  the 
Britaonia,  in  Little  Britain,  and  drawing  his  bayonet.

Mr  Serjeaat  Talfourd  was  much  obliged  to  his  learned  friend  for  having  put 
dm  Iasi  grtsMtifiUi  Mr  Price  further  said,  I  never  mid  less  than  10/.  a  night 
for  a  three-act  piece,  and  I  have  pjiid  for  some  from  15/.  to  30/.  If  a  piece  be 
repeatsd  after  the  ninth  night,  it  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  proof  of  its  positive  suc¬ 
cess;  50/.  an  act  is  by  no  means  au  unreasonable  remuneration  for  a  play 
which  had  ran  13  nights ;  the  remuneration  for  tragedies  and  comedies  in  five 
acts  was  of  course  greater  ;  in  such  cases  the  author  was  intitled  to  l(N)/.  on 
the  tliird,  sixth,  aolo  ninth  nights  of  performance,  and  in  some  cases  another 
1001.  was  given  after  the  twentieth  night,  but  this  generally  resulted  from  a 
particular  agreeraent. — Mr  Robertson,  the  treasurer  of  Corent-Gsrden  The* 
l^e,  Mr  rlauche,  Mr  Morton,  and  other  gentlemen,  were  then  examined. 
Their  evidence  was  to  the  same  purport  as  that  of  the  preceding  witneKses. — 
Mr  ^rjeant  Atcherley  addresseo  the  jtii^  for  the  defence.  He  contended  that 
the  sum  alreadv  [aid  by  defendant  was  folly  as  much  as  the  piece  had  ever 
beaa  worth  to  him.

The  man,  I  have  every  reason  to  believe,  died  of  exhaustion,  occaskmed  by  the 
loss  of  blood ;  and  in  all  probability,  as  the  wound  was  not  of  a  very  extenaive 
descriptioo,  his  life  rai^ht  have  bem  prolonged,  if  not  saved,  had  tM  discovery 
been  made  at  an  earlier  period. — Juror :  You  say  you  are  of  ^nkm  the  man 
inflicted  the  wound  on  himself  while  kneeling.  In  what  position  do  you  sup¬ 
pose  the  woman  was  when  she  fell  a  victim  ? — Witness :  1  should  think  sne 
was  sitting  in  the  chair  close  to  where  she  was  found  lying,  and  that  the  man 
came  behind  her,  seised  her  by  the  chin,  and  having  cut  her  throat,  she  fell 
directly  to  the  floor. — Other  evidence  was  adduced,  and  tlie  Jury  havi^  ex¬ 
pressed  a  wish  to  retire,  did  so,  and  after  an  absence  of  less  than  ten  minutes, 
returned  with  the  following  verdict: — “  We  find  that  Samuel  Holden  cut  the 
throat  of  Frances  Ann  Holden,  his  wife,  and  afterwards  his  own,  he  being  at 
the  time  in  a  state  of  temporary  mental  derangement.'* 

Alleged  Murder  by  the  Police. — On  Wednesday  a  coroner's  inonest 
was  held  at  the  Charing-cross  Hospital,  before  Mr  Geil,  njion  view  or  the 
body  of  Daniel  Carroll,  wno,  it  was  alleged,  had  died  in  consequence  of  wounds 
inflicted  by  a  policeman  of  the  F  division,  named  Davis,  with  a  sword,  about 
six  weeks  ago. — The  evidence  proved  that  some  noise  having  been  the  result 
of  an  Irish  wake,  in  which  the  deceased  and  his  friends  were  engaged,  the 
police  interfered.  They  were  resisted,  and  Davis  went  away  and  bt^ght  back 
a  swoid,  which  w'as  a  large,  heav}',  and  broad  one,  and  attacked  the  deceased. 
The  deceased  bled  from  the  wound.  A  sort  of  battle  then  t(x>k  place,  which 
lasted  about  fourteen  minutes,  and  during  that  time  Davis  made  several  cuts 
at  the  deceased,  and  with  one  cut  hint  across  the  fingers.  At  length  deceased 
made  an  **offer^  w  ith  the  pot  at  Davis,  who  fell  down  ladder  and  all.  Another 
ladder  had  been  brought  in  the  meantime,  and  another  policeman  taking  the 
sword  from  Davis,  lan  up  with  it  in  his  hand.  Carroll  came  again  to  the  win¬ 
dow  with  the  {lewter  pot,  to  |>revent  the  policeman  from  entering,  when  the 
latter  cut  him  over  the  head  witli  a  sword,  which  staggered  him,  but  he  come 
Ibrward  again,  and  the  |x>liceman  made  a  straightforward  thrust  at  him.  He 
retreated  a  step  or  two  to  avoid  it,  and  the  policeman  then  made  a  cut  at  bha 
and  broke  the  sword  against  the  window  frame.  The  policeman  was  callBd 
down  by  his  comrades,  out  would  not  come,  and  at  this  time  the  deceased  put 
his  knee  upon  the  sill  of  the  window  to  try  to  hit  the  constable  with  the  pot.

She  stayed  but  a  few  moments, 
and  Went  away,  leaving  the  man  there,  saying,  as  she  went  out,  You  have 
both  tha  opportunity  now,  and  you  may  do  as  you  please."  The  prisoner 
brought  the  same  man  there  again  in  a  week,  and,  addressing  the  complainant, 
said  that  she  had  brought  him  there  in  order  that  she  (complainant)  should  be 
better  able  to  conduct  herself  when  on  the  town ;  adding,  that  she  should 
procure  her  admission  into  a  house  in  town,  where  she  would  be  supplied  with 
fine  clothes  and  live  in  Inxury,  like  a  lady.  At  the  expiration  of  three  months 
the  complainant  thought  that  she  was  enceinte,  and  mentioned  the  fact  to  the 
prisoner,  who,  ou  that  occasion,  examined  her,  and  expressed  herself  as  being 
of  the  same  opinion.  The  complainant  here  proceeds  to  describe  that  the 
prisoner  prevailed  on  her  to  take  a  draught  of  some  powerful  m^icine,  telling 
ner,  at  the  same  time,  that  it  would  facihtate  in  procuring  abortion ;  and  other 
means,  of  a  forcible  nature,  were  also  resorted  to  by  the  prisoner  on  that  occa¬ 
sion,  which  it  was  only  a  matter  of  surprise  that  the  unfortunate  girl  had  sur¬ 
vived  In  the  month  of  April  a  miscarriage  took  place.  Subsequently  to  this 
period  the  prisoner  brought  the  same  man  to  the  house  in  the  absence  of  com¬ 
plainant's  father  and  mother,  and  the  former  went  she  had  previously 

oOiM^  the  moment  she  introdneed  him  into  the  house.  The  complainant  added, 
that  she  hod  seen  the  man  on  three  different  occasions,  that  she  bad  never 
seen  him  until  brought  there  by  the  prisoner,  that  she  did  not  know  what  his 
name  was  or  where  be  lived,  and  that,  to  the  best  of  her  belief,  he  was  a 
stranger  at  Wimbledon.  These  facts  were  proved  by  the  girl's  mother  and  a 
surgeon.— The  prisoner  denied  the  charge,  and  declared  it  to  he  the  invention 
of  the  complainant,  from  beginning  to  end.  She  was  fully  committed. 

HATTOX  GARDEX. 

On  Thursday  AUxander  Durant,  a  young  man  with  a  very  expressive  coun- 
ienance,  but  indicating  insanity,  with  a  decayed  military  cloak,  was  bro^ht 
before  Mr  Laing,  charged  by  his  wife  with  having  threatened  her  life — The 
prisoner,  when  about  to  be  placed  at  the  bar,  resisted  the  officers  violently,  ex¬ 
claiming  “  Don’t  force  me,  I'll  not  resist  you."  On  being  placed  at  the  bar  he 
bcMratue  more  calm,  and  taking  off  his  cloak  threw  it  over  the  railing.— The 
examinatioB  of  this  person,  and  of  his  wife,  a  very  interesting  young  woman. 
Was  very  touching.  After  it  was  over,  Mr  Laing  ordered  the  officer  to  call 
upon  the  overseer  of  Islington,  and  Mr  Ashley  arrived  in  the  course  of  the 
day.  and  said  that  he  had  before  heard  of  the  prisoner,  whose  case  he  found 
to  *be  a  most  wretched  one.  He  was  a  teacher  of  languages,  and  had  held 
several  highly  respectable  situations,  and  was  driven  to  distress  through  his, 
insanity.  He  had  ordered  that  he  should  be  brought  to  the  workhouse  to 
have  his  examination  taken,  his  legal  settlement  traced,*  and  to  be  examined 
1^  the  doctor,  and  then  (daced  in  an  asylum,  but  he  had  since  left  home  and 
had  been  wandering  about  They  had  part^  with  everything,  and  were  in 
want  He  (Mr  Asnl^)  was  ready  to  receive  him  and  his  wife  into  the  work- 
house,  and  tlo  everything  in  his  power  for  them. — Mrs  Durant,  whose  fceliugs 
wore  greatly  distressed  during  tlie  examination,  then  left  the  office  arm  in  arm 
with  her  husband,  who  seemed  considerably  more  calm,  in  company  of  the 
officer,  to  proceed  to  the  workhouse. 


OFFENCES,  ACCIDENTS,  &c. 

SUPDEX  Death  of  Dr  Pixcairo. — This  gentleman  was  suddenly  called 
a  few  days  ago,  from  his  own  drawing  room,  to  attend  a  female  patient  in  the 
parlour.  He  had  been  with  her  but  a  few  minutes  before  the  servants  were 
alarmed  by  a  violent  ringing  of  the  bell.  On  oqe  of  them^  there,  the 

deceased  was  found  upon  the  flour  apparently  in  the  agonies  of  death.  All 
their  efforts  to  restore  the  vital  action  terminated  without  eflect.  Verdict, 
that  the  deceased  died  by  the  visitation  of  God.
